Alumni in the News 


Dr. Wenger Is Transplant Pioneer 


A Juniata graduate was one of the first 
physicians on the East Coast to participate in 
the performing of ear drum transplants. 

Dr. Alvin Wenger ’°39 is the chief of 
otolaryngology at the Greater Baltimore Med- 
ical Center, where the operation was per- 
formed first in March of 1973. It had been 
done before then in only a handful of cities 
across the country. 

Before Dr. Wenger and his colleagues at 
the Baltimore medical center attempted their 
first transplant, he and Dr. Alfred Lieberman 
did intensive laboratory work for almost two 
years to develop the technique and proce- 
dure necessary for the operation. 

The operation consists of transplanting an 
ear drum, with the three tiny bones which 
conduct sound, into a patient whose hearing 
has been impaired by infection, injury or pre- 
vious mastoid surgery. 

At first, the number of operations were lim- 
ited so that the results could be evaluated, 
but now surgeons at the center perform an 
average of about one transplant per week. 
The results have been gratifying. Only one of 
the more than 80 transplants they had per- 
formed as /he Bulletin went to press resulted 
in rejection and in that case a second trans- 
plant was successful. 

Dr. Wenger developed an interest in the 
transplants through his contact with Dr. 
Roger Wehrs of Tulsa, Okla., one of the lead- 
ing surgeons in the country performing the 
operation. The history of ear drum transplants 
goes back about 15 years. The first ones 
were not very successful, basically because 
of the lack of antitiobitcs and because the 
technique had not been perfected. 

In June of 1973, Drs. Wenger and 
Lieberman, with Dr. Wehrs participating as a 
guest surgeon, conducted a four-day work- 
shop on ear drum transplants at the Greater 
Baltimore Medical Center. They performed 
several operations before microscopically 
equipped cameras connected to a large 
television screen in the auditorium so that the 
visiting physicians could see the technique 
and listen as the surgery was described. 
Many doctors from surrounding states at- 
tended the workshop. 

The ear drum also is called the tympanic 
membrane and the three tiny bones in the 
middie ear are called the ossicles or (be- 


cause of their shape) the hammer, anvil and 
Stirrup. Since the ear drum and the ossicles 
are so small, the transplants must be done 
with the aid of an operating microscope and 
micro-surgical instruments. 

Frequent rejection of the donor’s tissue, a 
problem in the more publicized heart and 
kidney transplants, has not created much dif- 
ficulty in ear drum surgery. With a heart 
transplant, the operation must be performed 
as quickly as possible, but ear drum trans- 
plants can be performed at a time selected 
by the physician and his patient because the 
ear drum and ossicles can be preserved for 
several months. Actually, the ear drum tissue 
is considered dead at the time of the trans- 
plant and becomes part of the living tissue in 
a patient as circulation is established with the 
lining of the ear canal. 

Ear drums used for surgery must be ob- 
tained from donors who have no diseases. 
The majority are obtained at the morgue from 
accident victims, usually between 16 and 30 
years old. A core saw is used to remove a 
portion of the temporal bone about an inch in 
diameter, containing the ear drum and ossi- 
cles. The specimen is then frozen. Later, it is 
thawed and the membrane and ossicles are 
dissected out and preserved until they are 
used. 

It should be pointed out that the trans- 
plant can restore hearing only in patients who 
have a normal nerve of hearing, but whose 
conduction mechanism (the ear drum and 
ossicles) has been damaged. Nevertheless, 
the operation can help a great many people. 

The transplanting procedure has re- 
placed previous techniques whereby skin, 
fascia and vein tissue were used to recon- 
struct the hearing mechanism. However, 
there was a tendency for the tissue used in 
replacing the ear drum to contract away from 
the ossicles. Actual ear drums, being conical 
in shape, don’t do this and the long term re- 
sults are much better. 

Dr. Wenger graduated from Juniata in the 
summer of 1939, having attended the Col- 
lege for three summers and throughout three 
regular academic years. He earned his med- 
ical degree at the Jefferson Medical School 
and interned at the Germantown Hospital in 
Philadelphia. 

Subsequently, he was in the Army Medi-

cal Corps for two years, serving as command- 
er of a medical company in an armored di- 
vision. He also was a general practitioner in 
Elizabethtown, Pa., for a time and a resident 
at Johns Hopkins. He is currently an assistant 
professor in the Department of Otolaryngol- 
ogy at the Johns Hopkins Hospital and Medi- 
cal School. 

Dr. Wenger has been the recipient of var- 
ious professional honors. He is a past presi- 
dent of the Maryland Ear, Nose and Throat 
Society, a charter member of the American 
Rhinologic Society, and a fellow of both the 
American College of Surgeons and the 
American Academy of Ophthalmology and 
Otolaryngology. Recently, he has been the 
recipient of an award from the American 
Medical Association for academic achieve- 
ment. 

In addition, he was very pleased when he 
received a letter expressing admiration for 
his work from Dr. Homer Will, professor of 
biology emeritus and a teacher Dr. Wenger 
greatly admired when he attended Juniata. 
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The Recognition 


High school athletic coaches seldom get 
rich and most are woefully underpaid for the 
hours their jobs demand and the pressures 
they face. 

But there are other compensations. Al- 
most invariably, they love sports and 
thoroughly enjoy most aspects of their work. 
Those who don’t soon get into another busi- 
ness. 

Moreover, it isn’t minimizing their prob- 
lems to point out that they spend a great deal 
of their working time doing what many of us 
would regard as enjoyable recreation. 

The best of them are idealists with a pas- 
sionate belief in the values of physical fitness, 
dedication and sportsmanship. They have an 
opportunity to be teachers in the best sense 
of the word and many make a deep and last- 
ing impression on their players. 

In addition, few persons are as widely 
Known in the communities in which they live. 
Coaches are constantly quoted and men- 
tioned in the newspapers, especially if they 
turn out winning teams. 

Bruce Fisher ‘25 tells the story “of the 
lrishman who said ‘faith and bejabbers, | 
would rather have some taffy while | am living 
and not so much epitaffy after | am gone.’” 
But he (Fisher) quickly adds: “I feel that I’ve 
had more than my share of recognition.” 

Fisher has been out of coaching now for 
almost 18 years and it will soon be 10 years 
since he retired as athletic director of Penn 
Hills High School near Pittsburgh. The fact 
that he still receives a good deal of recogni- 
tion is an indication of how much he has 
been respected by his former players, fellow 
coaches and citizens of the communities in 
which he has lived and worked. 

In the fall of 1973 he was named to the 
Western Pennsylvania Football Coaches As- 
sociation Hall of Fame and in February of this 
year he was inducted into the Cambria 
County War Memorial Sports Hall of Fame. 

Now living on a 400-acre farm in southern 
Bedford County, he has numerous pastimes 
and hobbies. He raises shrubbery and trees, 
wild turkeys, grouse and deer. He also enjoys 
hunting, fishing and woodworking. 

He has given Juniata 12 of the rustic, 
hand-rubbed tables and benches that he 
makes. Most of these are in the Shoemaker 
Galleries of the Carnegie building, formerly 
the College’s library.

In addition, he tries to get back to the 
campus to see a couple of football games 
each year — usually Homecoming and Par- 
ents Day. And he also reminisces a bit from 
time to time about some of the many high- 
lights of his playing and coaching careers. 

Fisher came to Juniata from the Millers- 
ville State Normal School. He earned the 
equivalent of a high school degree and a 
normal school diploma at Millersville, where 
he also played four years of football, basket- 
ball and baseball. He excelled in all three 
sports at Juniata as well, serving as captain 
of the 1924 football team and earning honor- 
able mention All-America honors. He particu- 
larly remembers that year’s game with Sus- 
quehanna when he was credited with 12 un- 
assisted tackles of Susquehanna’s heralded 
fullback, Chet Rogowitz. 

Throughout his school days and for years 
afterward, Fisher also played several sports 
for a number of amateur and semi-pro teams. 
He recalls hitting a 10th inning home run in 
1924 to give a group of all-stars from the 
Uniontown area a victory over the famous 
Negro professional team, the Homestead 
Grays, and in a baskeball game with the 
Johnstown Sherbines that same year he 
jumped center against the legendary Jim 
Thorpe. 

But in western Pennsylvania, Fisher is 
known primarily for the outstanding teams he 
produced as a coach at Ferndale, Bedford 
and Penn Hills high schools. He spent 19 
years (1925-44) at Ferndale, five (1944-49) at 
Bedford and 16 at Penn Hills before he re- 
tired in 1965. 

The athletic program at Ferndale was in 
its infancy when Fisher arrived. So he had to 
serve as trainer and faculty advisor, in addi- 
tion to coaching football and both boys’ and 
girls’ basketball and track. His teams were 
soon compiling impressive records in all 
three sports. 

His crowning achievement in football 
came in 1938 when Ferndale won the Class 
A championship of the Western Pennsylvania 
Conference in the first year that it elected to 
compete in the Class A division. The Yellow 
Jackets, who also won Class B honors the 
year before and the Cambria County Confer- 
ence championship in 1933, were unde- 
feated in conference competition in 1938, 
39, and ‘40. 


For Hall-of-Famer Bruce Fisher

In basketball, Ferndale captured the 
Southern County League title in 1929, the St. 
Francis Tournament championship in 1932, 
'34 and °37, and took top honors in the Tri- 
County League in 1941 and ‘42. 

His track teams also won a number of 
conference and Greater Johnstown meets 
and in 1937 captured both the Cambria 
County meet and the Class B state cham- 
pionship. 

Overall, Fisher compiled records of 
106-58-18 in football and 240-517 in basket- 
ball at Ferndale. 

His winning percentages were even 
greater during his five years at Bedford, where 
his football teams won 30, lost 5 and tied 2, and 
his basketball clubs won 67 and lost 22. His 
1945 football team had a 10-0 record and 
allowed only one touchdown during the sea- 
son, outscoring its opponents 326 to 6. 

Fisher coached football for five more 
years at Penn Hills, winning 18, losing 27 and 
tying 1. But he remained at Penn Hills as ath- 
letic director until 1965. He organized and 
directed an athletic program which continues 
today to make the school one of the toughest 
in the WPIAL in all sports. |

A writer for the Penn Hills Progress noted 
that it took some time. before Fisher could 
convince the school authorities that ‘‘a 
broad-based program” of athletic instruction 
in the elementary schools was necessary if 
Penn Hills was to compete effectively in the 
WPIAL. The writer also noted that “much of 
Fisher's success at Ferndale, Bedford and 
Penn Hills was due to his willingness to 
spend extra hours starting boys in sports at 
an early age and to his ability to instill confi- 
dence in the players he coached.” 

He says that he tried to boost their confi- 
dence by praising them frequently, even if he 
was Criticizing them. 

“Early in the coaching game, | learned 
that a complacent boy did not improve,” he 
remarked. “I learned to pat a boy on the back 
for something he had done, before correcting 
and tell him he could do better, regardless of 
how good he was. We don’t use enough 
praise in our dealings with each other. There 
is No greater morale builder.” 

Fisher also attended and spoke at 
numerous athletic clinics over the years, de- 
signed protective equipment in several 
sports, officiated, directed summer camps 
and recreation programs, and wrote articles 
for coaching publications. One series of arti- 
cles he wrote on the “triple spinner” was 
selected by Georgia coach Swede Philips for 
his book, Revolutionary Football, and another 
article about basketball, “A Simplified Of- 
fense,” was selected by a manufacturer of 
gymnasium equipment for inclusion in its an- 
nual sports anthology. 

He taught physical education and biology 
while he was coaching and took additional 
courses himself at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, Northwestern, the University of 
Pittsburgh and Penn State. 

In addition, he has been active in the 
Methodist church, the local Lions Club, the 
American Heart Association and the Masons. 
He has served as president of the Bedford 
County Shrine Club and of the Pittsburgh 
Alumni Club. 

Fisher's first wife, the former Janet Mills, 
was killed in an automobile accident in 1948. 
Later, he married Margaret McVicker of 
Rockwood, a University of Pittsburgh 
graduate and former librarian at Homestead 
High School. He has four children and 11 
grandchildren.

BILL GERMANN: 


A Welcome Fixture

It’s no secret to Indian fans that football 
teams from Juniata have twice been invited 
to post-season bowls: the 10th annual 
Tangerine Bowl, following the 1955 season, 
and the 1973 Stagg Bowl, first game ever for 
a national gridiron crown. Many Juniatians 
remember both games, but only one man 
had “inside” business both days. Only one 
man was on the sidelines for both those 
momentous tests, and the next time the In- 
dians go to a bowl he'll probably be there 
again. 

Whether taping bowl-bound ankles, keep- 
ing the scorebook at basketball games, or 
turning in another winning record at the helm 
of the Indian golf team, Bill Germann has 
served Juniata College in countless major 
and minor ways for more than 20 years. The 
classic small-college jack-of-all-trades, he’s 
become as much an athletic fixture as the 
whirlpool bath or the “blind” referee. 

In terms of sheer longevity, Germann 
ranks as the “Dean” of all coaches now ac- 
tive on College Hill. A Huntingdon native, he 
received his B.S. degree from Juniata in 
1949. By 1954, while already serving as 
Juniata’s trainer and station manager of 
Huntingdon’s WHUN, he was handed the 
reins to the Indian golf team by the highly- 
successful Dr. Edgar S. Kiracofe. In 
Germann’s first season, the Indians won the 
conference tournament and finished 6-1 
overall. They have since racked up 11 win- 
ning seasons and a pair of .500 campaigns, 
including an undefeated effort (9-0-1) in 
1972. 

When thinking of “the Germ,” however, 
one rarely centers on his marked success on 
the links. Those thoughts must compete with 
other pictures, particularly those remem- 
bered from numerous episodes “on the road” 
a — the harried waitress shrinking in terror as

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the Indians enter the dining room, yet little 
suspecting what further lays ahead in the 
style of the college’s leading gourmet, Bill 
Germann; the picture of “the navigator,” seat- 
ed or standing front row right, directing the 
bus to a downtown campus and ending up in 
the suburbs; the post-game bouts with six or 
eight dozen clams — scenes too numerous 
to recount, too colorful to forget. 

Very few people, through the years, have 
escaped the wit and incisive comment which 
has marked Germann’s every move. For this 
reason, perhaps, he is seen not only as a 
portrait of the hard work and dedication in- 
volved In athletics at Juniata, but as one of 
the primary symbols of the fun which makes it 
all worthwhile. 

In his office at WHUN, where he still 
serves as station manager, Germann was 
asked to recall a few highlights from his years 
at Juniata. Most, of course, were not quite 
suited for printing. He did relate, however, a 
couple of thrills worth mentioning. 

“You had to get a charge,” he notes, 
‘from playing against the people we've 
played, especially some of the all-time great 
coaches. Andy Kerr at Lebanon Valley was 
something else, and then there was Amos 
Alonzo Stagg. What impresed you most 
about the ‘old man’ (his son, A. A., Jr., also 
coached at Susquehanna) was the complete 
awe the kids nad of him. And who can forget 
the intense rivalry he had with Bill Smaltz, or 
the spectacular plays he’d develop to try to 
upset Smaltz's teams? Not to mention 
Stagg’s old hat, or his wife scouting and tak- 
ing stats.” 

Germann relates that his biggest thrill will 
always be the Tangerine Bowl. “At no time 
did anything happen,” he recalls, “of which 
Juniata could not be very proud. The team 
took Orlando by storm. We became the 
hometown favorite. The game drew the 
largest crowd in the 10-year history of the 
event. From the time we left to the time we 
got home, that trip was one of the finest ex- 
periences ever for Juniata, for a Juniata 
team, and for me.” 

Germann, of course, cannot help adding 


that the student manager on that occasion 
was Henry Gibbel '57. Now a member of the 
Board of Trustees, Gibbel was in the stands 
for the Stagg Bowl, but Germann still sees 
him with pocketsful of dimes, off to the laun- 
dromat every day, ever thankful that he was 
able to go along. 

The fan support at the Stagg Bowl, 
further, prompts Germann to mention what he 
feels has changed the least since he came to 
Juniata: the strong alumni support for athle- 
tics. “I’m often upset that the younger alumni 
take so long to get back, but they come 
through sooner or later. Some people are so 
outstanding, you're surprised not to see them 
on the road, any game, any time, anywhere. 
There are people for whom Juniata athletics 
are a very real and very important part of life, 
even non-alumni, like parents of kids who have 
played. Excepting Harold Brumbaugh (one of 
the few who predate Germann at Juniata), 
this is the aspect of Juniata which, perhaps, 
impresses me most with its constancy.” 

What then, to Germann, has changed the 
most? “The attitude of the players,” he feels. 
“After World War Il, when the athletic pro- 
gram was just building, the kids lived with a 
ball game all week long. They seemed so to- 
tally dedicated to sport. I’m not sure that’s 
still not the case, but the kids today seem 
more interested in participation for 
participation’s sake. | don’t say either’s good 
or bad, they both have their merits, | guess, 
but I'll never forget one occurrence some 
years back. One football player, strictly a 
‘bomb squad’ player, lost three teeth during 
practice. All he said was ‘I’m glad it hap- 
pened to me, coach, instead of someone 
who plays in the games.’ | don’t know if you 
see that much anymore.” 

In weaker moments, Germann admits to 
one failing: his inability to remember names. 
“It's a source of great embarrassment, espe- 
cially at Homecoming, to see a familiar face 
and not be able to hook up a name.” Perhaps 
if he saw the ankle, or could fit the face with a 
neimet, or was peering over a dozen clams 
— then, perhaps, he'd remember the name. 
One thing remains quite certain, however: 
thousands of Juniatians will always re- 
member his.

Dear Friends: 


Here is another honor roll of those who have given generously to insure Juniata's 
continued strength and usefulness. To all friends of Juniata, I again gladly express 

my deep gratitude. Juniata 1s of great importance to the young people whom we serve 

and, aS a free and independent institution, it is of very great importance to our nation. 
Your support acknowledges this importance in a most eloquent way. 


I am thankful to each of you for your separate gift as well as the total record of 
giving. Combined gifts amounted to $1,077,163, with 42% of Juniata’s alumni partici- 
pating. The major uses of these funds were as follows: Annual Support Fund for 
teaching and financial aid, $135,562; restricted gifts for research, library development, 
Special educational projects, and financial aid to students, $328,685; plant fund for 
debt reduction, $126,659; additions to the endowment and related funds, $454,960 (bring- 
ing the total in this category to $6,013,762); and gifts-in-kind, $31,297. These 
generous gifts have enabled the College to increase its assets significantly and to 
complete the 1973-74 fiscal year in the black. 


As we see this evidence of loyal support and as together we anticipate the observance 
of Juniata's Centennial in 1976, I am thankful that Juniata's heritage is for indepen- 
dence and freedom and grateful that the support we receive strongly indicates that 
Juniata promises to be among those private colleges that will continue to pursue educa- 
tion of freedom and soundness. Such education, I am convinced, is fully possible only 
in independent institutions as opposed to those under total governmental control. 


Most Juniata friends who will read this letter are already aware that on March 8th I 
requested the Board of Trustees to accept my resignation and to find my replacement 
hopefully by August 3lst, and not later than December 31, 1975. Persuasive evidence 
and advice from a highly competent cardiologist prompted this action which was made not 
only in self-interest but in an honest belief that a fully healthy and vigorous presi- 
dent will be needed to cope with the problems that are to be encountered in higher edu- 
cation during the up-coming years. Even though I must substantially reduce my work 
load that has normally required 12 to 15 hours each day, seven days a week, I intend, 
with some reasonable moderation of schedule, to work earnestly in a lesser capacity for 
Juniata. There are many urgent tasks to be done in each area of college life and for 
my part I hope to focus primarily upon the great need for added effort in the area of 
financial development. Only with the successful pursuit of such effort can the college 
continue to meet the financial demands of the future. In this way, I hope to be of 
continued service to Juniata and to the person whom the trustees will elect as our new 


president. 


Thank you for all the support that you have given me in the seven years that I have 
been permitted to provide leadership in an institution that means far more to me than 
any other with which I have ever been associated. Let us join in renewed commitment as 
our beloved College enters upon its second century of marvelous service to young people.

Paul D. Fouse ’'31 will receive the 1975 
service Award from the National Alumni As- 
sociation and Stanley G. Stroup ’25 will be 
the recipient of the Achievement Award. 

Fouse is a former trust officer of the Union 
National Bank in Pittsburgh and Stroup is a 
former majority leader of the Pennsylvania 
senate. Both retired several months ago. 

The awards will be presented Saturday, 
May 31, at a luncheon program highlighting 
the annual Alumni Reunion Weekend. A ten- 
tative schedule of the weekend activities can 
be found on the inside of the back cover. 

Both of the award winners have been very 
faithful alumni of the College. Fouse served 
for 40 years as a fund agent for his class and 
stroup championed the cause of higher edu- 
cation throughout his 20 years in the Penn- 
sylvania Legislature. 

In addition, Fouse was the Pittsburgh area 
chairman for the Margin of Difference funa- 
raising campaign in 1968-69 and for the Cen- 
tennial Fund last fall. The continuing Centen- 
nial Fund has a goal of $5 million by 1976 
when Juniata celebrates its 100th anniver- 
Sary. 

Fouse also has been active in the 
Pittsburgh Alumni Club and Is a past presi- 
dent (1961-62) of the National Alumni As- 
sociation. He is currently serving on the 
President's Development Council and the De- 
ferred Gifts Committee of the College. 

Born in Williamsburg, Blair County, Fouse 
was graduated in 1926 from Huntingdon 
High School and briefly attended Lock Haven 
state Normal School, receiving a “partial 
elementary teaching certificate.’ He then 
taught in a one-room.schoolhouse near Hess- 
ton for eight months, earning enough money 
to enroll at Juniata in the fall of 1927. 

As an undergraduate, he majored in 
mathematics and English. He was the class 
president for four years, president of the Stu- 
dent Government Association as a junior and 
as a senior, and also was active in the Alpha 
Club, Glee Club, Drama Club and Masque 
Club. 

In the spring of his senior year, a 
mathematics teacher at Huntingdon High 
school became ill and Fouse replaced him 
as a full-time faculty member. He was ex- 
cused from the remainder of his classes at 
the college and was allowed to graduate with 
his classmates.

He continued teaching at the high school 
until 1935 when he became the local rep- 
resentative for Investors Diversified Services, 
Inc., a Minneapolis-based firm selling in- 
vestment plans and insurance. He was a di- 
visional manager of the firm’s Williamsport of- 
fice from 1936 until 1942 and of the 
Pittsburgh office from 1942 to 1962, when he 
joined Union National. 

Fouse Is married to the former Mary 
Grove ‘29. They have two sons—Ramon, a 
vice president for General Mills in Min- 
neapolis, and Ronald, assistant purchasing 
agent for Sears-Roebuck in Chicago — and 
five grandchildren. 

Active in local civic and community af- 
fairs, Fouse is a past president of the South 
Hills Kiwanis Club and is a member of the 
syria Shrine in Pittsburgh. He and his wife 
reside at 1380 Navahoe Dr. 

Stroup, who had previously been a high 
school teacher, coach and military school 
president, was elected to the Pennsylvania 
General Assembly in 1955 and to the Senate 
in 1961. A Republican, he became the maijor- 
ity leader of the Senate four years later and 
was assistant minority leader from 1971 to 
1974. 

Representing District 30 (Bedford, Blair, 
Huntingdon and parts of Mifflin and Somerset 
counties) in the Senate, he took a particular 
interest in legislation affecting education. He 
was one of the prime sponsors of the Penn- 
sylvania Higher Education Assistance Act of 
1966, which has been providing up to $75 
million annually for needy and qualified stu- 
dents. It was the first state program with sub- 
stantial benefits for independent colleges 
since the students receiving the grants may 
attend any accredited college or university. 

In addition, Stroup has been greatly in- 
terested in transportation and governmental 
reform and ethics. He was among the leaders 
in the 1965 effort to create the State Trans- 
portation Commission providing a means for 
long-range highway planning. He fought for 
the prohibition of “interim” appointments cir- 
cumventing the state constitution, for stricter 
accountability of senatorial expenses and 
holdings, to strengthen the ethics code and 
eliminate conflicts of interests, and for the 
so-called “sunshine law” opening committee 
meetings and legislative records to the press 
and the public. 
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Stroup was born in Somerset County and 
is a graduate of Altoona High School. At 
Juniata he was a class president and editor 
of both the yearbook and the student news- 
paper. In fact,.he founded the latter, The 
Juniatian. He also captained the debating 
team and won the Bailey Oratorical Prize. 

After his graduation, he taught and 
coached athletics for three years at Bedford 
and Warren High Schools and worked briefly 
on the rewrite staff of the Saturday Evening 
Post in Philadelphia, and for 12 years was 
principal of the Sewickly schools. Then he 
became president of the Keystone Army and 
Navy Training Schools in Pittsburgh, Hol- 
lidaysburg and Bedford, and was responsi- 
ble for the wartime training of some 20,000 
members of the armed forces. 

He also had taken graduate work at 
Pennsylvania State University and the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh, and was in his 40's 
when he started attending the Dickinson 
School of Law. He received his bachelor of 
laws degree in 1947. 

Stroup was an attorney for the Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Justice for five years be- 
fore he was elected to the Legislature and he 
practiced for 20 years (1949-69) with the 
firms of Braucher & Stroup in Harrisburg and 
Stroup & Stroup in Bedford. 

During his years in the Legislature, he 
also held such posts as chairman of the Sen- 
ate Rules Committee, vice chairman of both 
the Joint State Government Commission. and 
the Senate Committee on Public Health and 
Welfare, co-chairman of the Republican State 
Task Force on Program and Policies, and 
1966 State Chairman. 

Moreover, he found time to participate in 
various civic and charitable activities in Bed- 
ford County, chairing the Bi-Centennial 
Commission and serving as a director of the 
county branch, Pennsylvania Association for 
the Blind, and the Bedford County Memorial 
Hospital. The local VFW post honored him 
with its “Citizen of the Year Award” in 1968. 

His wife, the former LaRue Kathleen 
Robinson, is a graduate of the University of 
Buffalo and was employed for a time as a 
pharmacist. They have a son, Gordon, now 
district attorney of Bedford County, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Kathleen Riggs of Colorado 
Springs, Colo.
